“gifter.” 

“They say if you help 
women in need, you’ll get a 
significant return on this 
money,” Moore said.

Closing arguments in rape case

Closing arguments in the 
trial of Ryan Huppie were 
heard yesterday in Court 
of Queen's Bench, where 
defence lawyer Laurie 
Wood argued her client 
self-medicated with street 
drugs on an involuntary 
basis, because he wasn't 
receiving any psychiatric 


care, up until he admitted¬ 
ly raped and tried to kill 
his neighbour. 

“Look at the man, his his¬ 
tory and his past,” Wood 
said. “He has a history of 
medication, drug and alco¬ 
hol abuse, which, if he had 
been treated for, I would 
not be arguing this case.” 

Wood argued that Hup¬ 
pie is not criminally re¬ 
sponsible for his actions, 
because he was in a robotic 


ketamine high when he 
climbed over his neigh¬ 
bour’s balcony in Feb. 2004, 
and though he was acting 
and speaking as if he were 
coherent, he was not aware 
of what he was doing. 

Crown prosecutor Avril 
Herron argued that many 
conclusions drawn by expert 
defence witnesses were hypo¬ 
thetical, and that there is no 
way to determine how much 
ketamine Huppie ingested

the night of the crime. 

“Possibilities do not meet 
the burden of balance of 
probabilities,” Herron said. 
“Possibility is not probabili¬ 
ty” 


Further, Herron argued 
that his actions were, in 
fact, goal-oriented and that 
he was fully aware of his ac¬ 
tions. 

“He had a crush on her 
and told several people 
about it — he even wrote 
her a Valentine’s note,” she 
said. “He was drinking, had 
just been spumed by two 
women, and maybe made a 
bet to look tough.” 

The victim, the Crown 


argued, was an extraordi- 
naiy witness that used her 
wits to survive, while pay¬ 
ing attention to every de¬ 
tail about her attacker. 

The Crown also argued 
that Huppie is admittedly 
manipulative and decep¬ 
tive, and that even one de¬ 
fence witness believed he 
attempted to manipulate 
psychological tests, and 
give off the impression he 
is insane.

“I wanted to help him, 
but I knew I couldn’t,” 
spoke McLeod in front of 40 
friends and relatives during 
a funeral service at the 
Memories Funeral Home 
for the man who was fatally 


gunned 
down in a 
dmg-related 
attack last 
week in Ed¬ 
monton’s in¬ 
ner city. 

McLeod, 
who would Andrew 
give O’Brien O’Brien 
a warm 

place to sleep in his home, 
said he grew up with the 
homeless man since emi¬ 
grating from Jamaica while 
they were still in school. 

O’Brien was proud of his Ja¬ 


maican heritage and was de¬ 
scribed as a very intelligent 
man with an “attitude for 
gratitude,” said his family. 

“After hearing about An¬ 
drew’s death, eveiything I 
did always reminded me of 
him,” said McLeod while 
holding back tears. 

O’Brien will be cremated 
and his remains will be 
sent to Jamaica where it 
will be buried next to his 
grandmother. 

O’Brien is Edmonton’s 
17th homicide victim of 
the year.

Three aid workers 
killed in ambush 


Suspected Taliban insur¬ 
gents killed three female 
aid workers and their 
Afghan driver in an ambush 
yesterday, officials said. It 
was the bloodiest single at¬ 
tack on foreign humanitari¬ 
an workers in Afghanistan 
in recent years. 

Montreal’s Jacqueline 
Kirk, 40, a Canadian-British 
citizen, Shirley Case, 30, of 
Williams Lake, B.C., and 
Trinidadian-American 
Nicole Dial, 30, died as they 
were travelling north to¬ 
wards Kabul through the 
province of Logar. 

The three women 
worked for the U.S.-based 
International Rescue Com¬ 
mittee (IRC). 

“We are stunned and pro¬ 
foundly saddened by this 
tragic loss,” said George 
Rupp, president of the IRC 


in the statement. 

“Words are inadequate to 
express our sympathy for 
the families and loved ones 
of the victims and our de¬ 
voted team of humani¬ 
tarian aid workers in 
Afghanistan,” he said. 

Abdullah Wardalc, Logar’s 
governor, said the women 
and their driver were chased 
by gunmen in a Toyota 
Corolla who then opened 
fire on their vehicle. 

Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai described the attack 
as carried out by non- 
Afghans. 

“It is not in our culture to 
kill women, Afghans never 
kill women,” Karzai said.

Are our elite athletes cursed or is cash shortage to blame for our medal drought? 



The entire Canadian team, 
it seems, will collect fewer 
medals at the Beijing 
Olympics than U.S. swim¬ 
mer Michael Phelps. 

And this, I suggest, sucks. 

Our athletes are emulat¬ 
ing our dollar, falling 
shamefully below the 
Americans. 

Even Calgary resident 
Mike Brown came oh-so- 
close to a medal early this 
morning in the men’s 200- 
metre breaststroke, but is 



also without any hardware. 
He was fourth. 

Perhaps these are pleas¬ 
ant days for manufacturers 
of anti-depressants in this 
country, but I can’t think of 
any other Canadians who 
could possibly be enjoying 
what’s been happening to 
our representatives in Bei¬ 
jing. 

Brent Hayden was sup¬ 
posed to be a savior of sorts, 
right? A world-class swim¬ 
mer from B.C. who tied for 
gold in the 100-metre 
freestyle at last year’s world 
aquatic championship, Hay¬ 
den gave us hope, especial¬ 
ly in his commercials. But 
he didn’t even earn the 
chance to swim for a 
medal after fizzling in the 
semifinal. He also was part 
of the Canadian men’s 


4x200-metre relay swim 
team, which finished a dis¬ 
appointing fifth. 

Hayden has assured us in 
interviews that he’ll get 
over his disappointment. 
But will we? 

What if all 300-plus Cana¬ 
dian Olympians fol¬ 
low Hayden’s 
strokes and come 
up short in Chi¬ 
na?

Brown fails to 
break goose egg 


Swimmer Mike Brown had 
held out the tantalizing 
hope of a medal to finally 
dent the goose egg put up 
by Canada at the Beijing 
Olympics. 

The Calgary resident 
looked so good in the semi¬ 
final a day earlier when he 
was the second-fastest quali¬ 
fier with a time of 2:08.84 
— one second faster than 
the Canadian record he’d 
set in the opening heat. On¬ 
ly three swimmers in histo¬ 
ry had ever gone faster. 

The 24-year-old looked 
like a different swimmer in 
that race, showing a lot of 
power in every stroke as he 
ate up a lot of ground in the 
pool. The question was, did 
he shoot his best bullet be¬ 
fore the final? 

Hard to know for sure, 
this we do know: Brown 
just didn’t have enough to 
get on the podium. He fell 
just 9/100ths of a second 
short in the men’s 200-me- 
tre breaststroke final won 
for a second straight time 
by Kosulce Kitajima of 
Japan. 

Brown was fourth at 
every split in the race and, 
in the end, that’s exactly 
where he ended up. Anoth¬ 
er fourth-place finish, seem¬ 
ingly the bane of Canada’s 
existence as an Olympic

rainwater that often seems 
to come down in short, in¬ 
tense showers these days. 

Here are a few great 
ideas to reduce the de¬ 
structive effects of runoff: 
Rain gardens 

Consider a rain garden. 
A nice-sounding name for 
a lovely idea and good- 
looking addition to any 
garden, it is a planted de¬ 
pression designed to ab¬ 
sorb excess runoff from 
hard surfaces like roofs, 
impervious paved drive¬ 
ways and walkways and 
compacted grassy areas. It 
mimics a natural ecosys¬ 
tem that allows rainwater 
absorption rather than 
tunneling it into storm 
sewers. 

The plants are usually 
hardy native plants that 
can tolerate both dry and 
wet conditions, such as 
wildflowers, sedges, rush¬ 
es, ferns, shrubs and small 
trees. Water is taken up by 
these plants, then filters 
down through the soil. 

A rain garden should be 
located in a low spot so 
that runoff naturally flows 
down into this area. Even a 
small rain garden can be 
effective in handling ex¬ 
cess rainwater. 


Drainage channel 

Swales or shallow, grassy 
drainage channels (rather 
than a flat or sloped lawn) 
slows down the rate of 
flow so that water is more 
likely to absorb into the 
soil. 

Rain barrels 

Rainwater from your 
roof can also be directed 
into a rain barrel, from 
which you can water your 
plants or use it to irrigate. 

But please do finish 
them in a pleasing fashion 
— old plastic olive barrels 
do the job, but they must 
be prettily dressed to make 
your garden look great, as 
it should. 

Consider wood planking 
or fencing for an organic 
look, or latticework grown 
with vines to camouflage. 
Rain barrels may also be 
covered troughs custom- 
made of stainless steel or 
other metal finishes. 

The possibilities are tru¬ 
ly endless. But all rain col¬ 
lection devices should 
have tight covers to pre¬ 
vent mosquitoes, and they 
should have an overflow 
valve and a system to han¬ 
dle excess water. 
Permeable paving 

Another idea is to use 


permeable paving for your 
driveway and walks. The 
best way to allow rainfall 
to absorb is to use concrete 
paving stones with a cen¬ 
tre hole. 

These can look smashing 
with low-growing mosses 
and grasses planted in the 
holes. Other options in¬ 
clude gravel, or open-joint¬ 
ed stones with gravel un¬ 
derneath, or permeable 
pavers — almost anything 
is better than solid paving 
or concrete. 

Grow a green roof 
A green roof is a great way 
to add greenery and lush¬ 
ness to an otherwise dull 
concrete jungle — and ab¬ 
sorb some of the water 
that falls on your roof. 

When these appear on 
numerous rooftops as they 
do in some urban areas of 
Germany, the visual effect 
on the cityscape is stun¬ 
ning. It involves growing 
vegetation in a thin layer 
of soil on top of a water¬ 
proof membrane on a roof. 
Contact your city’s plan¬ 
ning department for ad¬ 
vice on building one in 
your area.

Summer corn stars in sidedish 



Does any vegetable say 
summer like corn on the 
cob? There are many ways 
to cook fresh corn. My 
preference is in the husk 
right on the barbecue, 
cooked until the husks are 
lightly charred and the 
kernels tender. 

Should you have any 
corn leftover, try it in this 
recipe — ideal with grilled 
ribs. 

Corn and Cheese Pudding 

This is a good side dish 
for grilled ribs, chicken or 
pork. Kick it up with a few 
dashes of hot pepper 
sauce. Makes 4 servings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1/2 red pepper, diced 

• 2 green onions, sliced 

• 2 tsp (10 mL) butter or 
vegetable oil 

• 1/4 cup (60 mL) cornmeal 

• 1/2 tsp (2 mL) salt 


pinch pepper 

• 1 cup (250 mL) milk 

• 1 cup (250 mL) cooked 
corn kernels 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) shred¬ 
ded aged Cheddar cheese 

• 1 egg, lightly beaten 

• Few dashes hot pepper 
sauce, if desired 

METHOD: 

In a microwaveable 
bowl, combine red pepper, 
green onion, butter or oil 
and microwave 2 to 4 min¬ 
utes at High, or until soft¬ 
ened. 

In a 4 cup (1 L) round mi¬ 
crowaveable bowl, whisk 
together cornmeal, salt, 
pepper and milk. Mi¬ 
crowave, uncovered at 
High for 3 to 5 minutes or 
until mixture comes to a 
boil and thickens. Stir 
partway through cooking. 
Stir corn and cheese into 
cornmeal mixture until 
smooth. Stir in egg, red 
pepper mixture and hot 
sauce. 

Microwave, uncovered at 
Medium (50 per cent) for 4 
to 6 minutes or until mix¬ 
ture is firm. Stir gently 
partway through cooking. 
Let stand about 5 minutes 
before serving. 



Tips: 

• Storage: The sugar in 
corn starts to turn into 
starch the moment it is 
picked. If you must keep it, 
wrap in a plastic bag and 
refrigerate. Use within 2 
days. 

• Did you know? The av¬ 
erage yield from a stalk of 
corn is usually 2, some¬ 
times 3 cobs. An ear of 
corn averages 800 kernels 
in 16 rows. 

• Good for you: Corn is a 

source of dietary fibre, 
potassium, thiamin, 

niacin, magnesium and fo¬ 
late.

• 90 mL (1/3 cup) thinly 
sliced celery (about 1 stalk) 

• 125 mL (1/2 cup) snap 
peas 

• 360 mL (1 1/2 cup) sliced 
red pepper (about 1 medi¬ 
um pepper) 

• 175 mL (3/4 cup) carrot 
matchsticlcs (about 5 cm (2 
in) long and 6 mm (1/4 in) 
wide) 

METHOD: 

Combine in a large Zi¬ 
ploc Zip ’n Steam mi¬ 
crowave steam cooking 
bag the baby corn, thinly 
sliced celery, snap peas, 
sliced red pepper and car¬ 
rot matchsticlcs. Seal bag 
and shake gently to distrib¬ 
ute ingredients.
